A Few Trains Moved With the aid of

Regular troops made 
their first charge on the strikers at the yards 
this morning.

STRIKERS STILL STUBBORN. 

The yards at Fifty-fourth street are still 
fall of strikers. Cos. CanéGof the 15th In- 
fantry came from Biue Island to re-enforce 
troops already here. The troops got out of 
the cars. at Fifty-third street. Co. © de- 
ployed, and the troops marched through the 
yards with bayonets charged. The mob fied 
before them. Large crowds were on the top 
of the freight cars, but no stones were 
thrown. The yards were then closed. 

A train on the Lake Shore was stopped at 
Forty-fourth street at ll o’clock this morn- 
ing, and the engineer and freman requested 
to leave the engine. Refusing they were 
forcibly pulled off by the strikers. [he en- 
gine was then cut from the train, which was 
moved back into the yards by the strikers. 
The outlook is not very pleasant. 

At the Forty-seventh street crossing of the 
Rock Island road an immense crowd was 
gathered anticipating the arrival of an in- 
coming Rotk Island passenger train. The 
troops cleared the tracks, and pnotwith- 
standing there was some stonethrowing, the 
train proceeded to the city.

State Troops Unable to Resist the Mob at 
facramento. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., July 5.—Riotous strikers 
controlled the situation here yesterday and 
last night. Two regiments froin San Fran- 
ciscoand two from Stoekton were unable to 
Gisperse the mob. Immediately after their 
arrival the troops moved toward the depot, 
wherea large force of. police and deputies 
under United States Marshal Baldwin were 


already on guard. The strikers and s¥ mm pa- 
thigers, numbering several thousand, pre- 
ceded the troops. ‘hen the soldiers arrived 
they were greeted with derisive yeils and 
harsh comments. The body of troops passed 
into the rallroad yards and took up their po- 
sition along the main line.

To the American People: 


Recognizing that the interests of one 
should be the concern of ail, we, the Amer!i- 
can Kailway Union, the present managers of 
the fight of organized labor against organ- 
ized greed and private capital, re-

TO TEST THE ORDINANCES. 


The Martin Cagney Habeas Cerpus Case 


in the Court of Appeals. 


The Court of Appeals to-day heard the ar- 
guments in the Martin Cagney habeas 
corpus case, L. E. Steber appearing for 
petitioner and City Counselor Marshall for 
the city. Cagney is, however, only a nomi- 
nal party to the proceedings, his case having 
deen selected at random by Mr. Steder 
for the purpose of determining whether 
the revised ordinances of 1887 are in opera- 
tion or whether the later revision, that of 
1893, have superseded them.
